year-old bister by Ind.an* a few 
hundred yards from their home 
in March. 1863. 
His mother was alone with the 
children Alter killing and scalp* 
Ing the boy the Indians shot one 
arrow into his slater, caught her 
and jabbed eight other arrows in­ 
to her and then turned her loose 
She ran to the house where her 
mother was barricaded with the 
amaiier children. The Indians were 
attacking from the front and the 
little girl was let into the house 
from the back door. The mother 
removed nine arrows from the 
child and was alone with the mur­ 
dered boy and woundeo girl until 
nine o’clock that night when John 
Baggett, the father returned to 
find the havoc wrought m his ab­ 
sence 
This wounded girl grew to wo­ 
manhood and married A. I. Kuy­ 
kendall, another Comanche Coun­ 
ty pioneer, and Joe Kuykendall, 
tier son. of Big Spring. Texas, has

An unusually good peanut yield 
was report'd this week by L. J 
Sledge who lives on the W. M 
Barton farm in the Seda Springs 
community On fifteen acres, hr 
harvested 661 bushels and five 
pounds, a yield of slightly more 
than 44 bushels per acre The nuts 
were sold to the Durham Pecan St 
Peanut Company at 76 cents per 
bushel, grossing 1502 36 
Mr. Sledge also mace 446 oales 
of good, bright peanut hay from 
the crop, which at the prevailing 
price of 18.00 per ton should bring 
about $90.00, making the total 
gross receipts amount to nearly 
8600 90, or an average of 840 00 
per acre.

City Tax Rate 
Set At $1.45 


The Comanche City Tax rate 
wa? set at $1 45 for the tax year 
beginning October 1 recently by 
the City Council, th^ same as u 
now in effect. This is within five 
cents of the constitutional limit 
according to City Secretary H. R. 
Jones. 
The tax is divided as follows: 
85 cents for interest and sinking 
fund on bonds, about 55 cents of 
which is for th 
water bonds; 
thirty cents for the general fund 
and thirty cents for the street 
fund. 
Total valuation is about 
513 ooo and if all city taaes 
paid, the total money received 
from taxes for the year would be 
$21,838.50.

Many disputes have arisen as to 
just what kind of a pension the 
, people of Texas voted at the spec- 
i tal constitutional election in Aug- 
lust, 1935 when the Old Age Pen- 
‘sion was approved. 
The ballot read as follows: 
’’For or Against the Amendment 
giving the Texas Legislature pow­ 
er to provide a System of Old 
Age Assistance not to exceed fif­ 
teen dollars (815) per month per 
person and to accept from the 
Government of the United States 
financial aid for Old Age Assis­ 
tance.” 
The full text of the amend­ 
ment a? published in The Chief for 
four issues in May of that year 
follows. 
"Be It Resolved By The Legisla­ 
ture of The State of Texas: 
“Section 1. That Article HI of 
the Constitution of the State of
